sian Bolshevilcl. Alter Capt. Qlullettl's 
speech, Slenor Nltti said:

tcrvene In tho internal affairs of Rus- 
tia.

You 
gocialisla have one opinion about Rus- 
ela, and we have another, but I wisli 
it understood, we ilo not Intend to mix 
In Huesti's internal politics."

"Owing to conditions In the weaving department 


regarding non-union weavers «bo knve become lapsed 
for non-prtj-mtnt of dues and who are still working, 
while there are plenty of union weavers on the floor 
without work, a special meeting was called to consider 
the above conditions, and, without a dissenting vote, 
it was voted that members of Local 771 refuse to work 
with theac non-union ^vca\ers, and that the work be 
given to union weavers." 


The strike occurred simply because we refused cither lo dis- 


charge these former members of the union or to compel them to 
pay their dues and become reinstated.

STATE HOUSE, Boston, Dec. 
13.— 


Following a brief hearing yesterday, 
the house ways and means committee 
voted to'rcport favorably on tho hill 
providing for local and stato regula- 
tion of jitneys. 
The 
committee 
Is 


likely to amend somewhat 
the bill 


reported by the street railway com- 
mittee, but Its changes will be chief- 
ly for the purpose of clarifying the 
language, and will not change ma- 
terially the scope of the bill. 


At yesterday's hearing tho bill was 


supported by Arthur G. Wartleigh. one 
of the public trustees of the 
former 


Bay Stale system, and was opposed by 
Rep. Walter'L. Tower of Dalton. 


Mr. Wadlelgh said there are on the 


statute • books two laws which 
were 


Intended to regulate jitneys, "but If 
any man on God's green 
earth can 


tell -what they mean, I have yet to find 
him," he added. 


"This bill." he continued, "simply 


states in plain language what I be- 
lieve the legislature Intended to enact 
when t It passed those laws. It gives to 
each city and town authority to de- 
cide whether It desires Jitneys operat-
